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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Para.0004, lines 6 and 7, "the removable glass oil lamp (Area A)" should be 

rephrased as - a first removable glass cylinder 2 disposed in the Area A, and the first 
removable glass cylinder serves as a funnel for a first oil lamp 3 positioned within the 
first removable gas cylinder 2. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: 

Claim 1 , line 7, the claimed matter " fans" including its structural relationship are 
not discussed in the specification. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the fans recited in line 
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7 of Claim 1 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Objections 



4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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All limitations of the claim need to be recited in one sentence. Claim 1 of the 

instant application includes more than one sentence. 

In addition, the limitations have a number of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

related error including those with insufficient antecedent basis. 

The applicant may consider the following recitation of the limitations for 

amendment of the Claim 1. 

The light source system with open flame comprising: 

body including at least one first transparent cylinder and at least one 
second transparent cylinder; said at least one first cylinder and said at least 
second cylinder each having a top end open; the bottom ends of each of said at 
least one first cylinder and said at least second cylinder connected by a hollow 
body to form a U-shaped container enabling an unrestricted air stream between 
the two top open ends of the first and second cylinders through the hollow body; 

light sources, generating light and heat, are disposed in each of said at 
least one first cylinder and said at least second cylinder; said one of light 
sources generates an upward-directed air stream in either one of said at least 
one first cylinder and said at least second cylinder; 

and another said light source having its flame burning in downward 
direction, generates an downward-directed air stream in either one of said at 
least one first cylinder and said at least second cylinder. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the claim 
objections set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art of record, including Schirneker (U.S. Patent No. 5,980,241) and 
Hender Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 5,086,380, does not show or suggest the applicant's 
invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of record does not disclose a light 
source with open flames, and the light source further including: 

a U-shaped transparent container having two open-flame light sources, 
and the light sources producing air current in upward or downward 
direction as recited in Claim 1. 
The above-indicated combination makes this invention unique. 
Therefore, Claim 1 would be allowable over prior art.
